Neither their 
beginning, nor 
their end has anything to do 
with formal astronomy. 
They 
have their origin in this cou ntry 
in the oldest American folk lore 


when Siriu s, the Dog Star, is in 
‘conju nction’ with the su n. 
“Cu stom—not astronomy—has 
fixed three dates for that event, 
Ju ly 3, Ju ly 19 , or Ju ly 28. Some 
folk s believe it shou ld be one 
day, some another. 
“So why not compromise? Why 
not pick the middle date?” 
Dog days, which are particu ­ 
larly well k nown in the calen­ 
dar of sou thern states, are su p­ 
posed to last from 30 to 54 days, 
Captain Hick ey said. They are 
the period of intensest heat, du r­ 
ing which dogs are said to be 
most apt to go mad and the dew 
is lfu mored to contain poison. 
Dog days, the captain contin­ 
u ed, may be as old as the an­ 
cients, who wondered why it was 
hotter in su mmer than it was in 
winter.

The moon, totally eclipsed by 
the earth, shone copper-colored 
from refracted rays last night 
an dearly today in a celestian 
spectacle that k ept millions of 
Americans u p past bedtime. 
The eclipse was the longest 
visible in this 
cou ntry in 50 
years. There will not be another 
of su ch length for another half 
centu ry. 
The phenomenon came with 
direct alignment of su n, earth 
and moon, the moon sliding 
throu gh the earth’s u mbral cone, 
which extends 860,000 miles into 
space, at a point approximately 
226,000 miles away. 
The moon tou ched the penu m­ 
bra, in which part of the su n’s 
light is cu t off, at 9 :15 p. m., 
(EST) and reached the u mbra, 
or totally dark shadow at 10:12 
p. m. 
By 11:09 it was in total eclipse, 
emerging from the other side of 
the thick cone an hou r and 40 
minu tes later, and clearing the 
penu mbra at 2:35 a. m. 
The refracted rays from the 
su n, which gave the eclipsed 
moon 
a 
pale 
phosphorescent 
copper color and made it still 
visible, were bent arou nd and di­ 
rected into the earth’s u mbra by 
vaporou s su bstances abou t the 
earth’s su rface. 
The Atlantic seaboard had fa­ 
vored seats for the show, since 
the middle of the eclipse was 
only slightly past its meridian. 
Thick , white clou ds, fleeting by 
in rapid formation, frequ ently 
obscu red the view in New York 
and many other sections of the 
cou ntry. 
In 
some 
regions rain and 
clou ds made visibility impossi­ 
ble. 
The west coast had clear sk ies, 
and so did Texas and most of 
the region west of the Rock y 
mou ntains. 
Most of the sou th 
had an excellent view, the visi­ 
bility being only slightly hin­ 
dered 
at 
Miami 
and 
New 
Orleans. 
Philadelphia and Providence, 
R. I., and many places in New 
England reported clou d inter­ 
ference. 
Chicago’s view was pronou nced 
almost perfect.” Other cities of 
the middle west fared as well or 
almost as well. 
Astronomers at the Naval ob­ 
servatory in Washington made 
many photographs of the spec­ 
tacle, bu t made no effort to 
check their time instru ments. 
The haze with the earth’s shad­ 
ow made accu rate observation 
impossible./ 
Harvard u niversity scientists 
were handicapped by the clou ds. 
They were not even able to tak e 
pictu res. 
Scientists at Yerk es observa­ 
tory in Wisconsin said their ob­ 
servations showed no changes in 
the craters on the moon’s su r­ 
face since the last eclipse.

TO TRY AMENDMENTS 
It looks as if th e New Deal is about to attem p t 
th e most dramatic and aggressiv e figh t y et made 
to p ut its th eories into law—th rough constitu­ 
tional amendments, if need be. 
Th e p resident is ap p arently conv inced th at 
furth er concentration of p ower in th e federal 
gov ernment is desirable, and th at th e ex isting 
social and economic set-up demands ex traordin­ 
ary legislation of th e NRA AAA order — ev en 
th ough most unbiased commentators are dra­ 
matically op p osed to th is v iew. 
Th e stage of th e struggle was establish ed wh en 
th e sup reme court declared th e NRA, th e Fra- 
zier-Lemke Act, and th e Railway Pension Act, 
unconstitutional. 
Th ose ep och al decisions, in 
th e op inion of constitutional auth orities, make 
it inev itable th at th e court will likewise h old th e 
Wagner Labor Bill, th e Guffey Coal Bill, th e So­ 
cial Security Act, and oth er New Deal measures 
are op p osed to th e basic law of th e land. 
Irresp ectiv e of th at, th e p resident is using th e 
wh ole of h is influence to p ut such laws th rough . 
Th e Wagner Bill h as already become a law, and 
th e Social Security Act will in all p robability fol­ 
low with in a sh ort time. And, in one of th e most 
startling statements ev er made by a ch ief ex e­ 
cutiv e, th e p resident recently requested th at th e 
Guffey Coal Bill be p assed ev en if its constitu­ 
tionality is doubtful. He is likewise h olding firm 
to h is op inion th at th e Public Utilities Bill sh ould 
p rov ide a “death sentence” for h olding comp an­ 
ies—th ough th e h ouse h as refused to accep t it, 
and able lawy ers are confident th at th e su­ 
p reme court would do away with it if it did be­ 
come a law. 
It is ap p arent th at many of th e New Dealers 
wh o are closest to th e Wh ite House are frank in 


say ing th at th e constitution is out of date, th at 
it must be drastically ov erh auled if it is to be 
adequate in cop ing with modern conditions. 
Wh en th e sup reme court meets again, it will 
be called up on to p ass on two more measures 
close to th e h eart of Mr. Roosev elt—th e AAA and 
th e TVA. Th e ch ances are th at it will declare 
th ese bureaus wh olly are p artially unconstitu­ 
tional. If th at h ap p ens, th e New Deal will be 
forced to go into th e v ital 1936 camp aign with a 
p latform 
demanding constitutional rev ision— 
drastic, th orough , and immediate. 
It used to be believ ed th at th e p resident would 
get h is way by h av ing congress p ass a law 
wh ereby h e could add to th e number of justices 
of th e court. Howev er, th e NRA and Frazier- 
Lemke decisions were unanimous—th e p resident 
would be forced to ap p oint ten new justices, all 
of wh om h e could control 100 p er cent, in order 
to effect ch dnge. 
He knows th at th e country 
would not stand for th at and th at it is manifestly 
imp ractical. Th erefore, th e only ch ance th e New 
Deal h as to surv iv e is th rough ch anges in th e 
constitution. 
It takes 36 states to p ass a constitutional 
amendment, and most commentators are of th e 
op inion th at it would be imp ossible to muster 
th em, inasmuch as th e entire south , strongh old 
of state’s righ ts, would be almost certain to op ­ 
p ose granting th e federal gov ernment new p ow­ 
ers.
